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VIIE HOLDINGS (STAY OF EXECUTION PROCEEDINGS ) 

(AMENDMENT) BILL . 


Preauble. WHEREAS it is dednicd necessary further to 
amend the Holdings ( Stay of Execution Proceedings) Act , 1950 
( Act Vilf of 1950 ) , as winended luy Acts I of 1951, VII of 1932 
aud IV of 1953, for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 


It is hereby enacted as follows: 
1. Short title and commencement . ( 1 ) This Act may be 
called the Holdings (Stay of Exccution Proceedings ) ( Amend. 
ment) Act, 1954. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Amendment of Section 4, Act viji of 1950. In Section 4 
of the Holdings (Stay of Execution Proecedings) Act , 1950 
(Act VIII of 1950) , as amended by Acts I of 1951, VII of 1952 
and IV of 1953, for the words " four years", the words " five 
years shall be substituted . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


By the Holdings (Stay of Execution Proceedings ) Act, 1950 
as amended by Acts I of 1952, VII of 1952 and TV of 1953, 
proceedings in exccution of certain decrees in Civil Courts for 
eviction from holdings have been slayed for a period of four 
years with effect from the 25th March 1950. On the 25th March 

the stay of such proceedings will ccase to have effect. It 
is therefore necessary to extend the stay for a further period 
of one year, so that, in the meantime; it might be possible for 
Goyernment to take a final decision as regards the land policy 
that may be pursued and to cnact the necessary comprehensive 
legislation on the subject. The present Bill merely seeks to 
extend the period of stay for one year more.
